Exposition at San Francisco 

The Greatest of all World's Fairs 

ON FEBRUARY 20, 1915, San Francisco and California cele- 
brated the inauguration of the greatest of World's Fairs. 
President Davidson of the California Exposition at San Diego 
said "The greatness of San Francisco's Exposition has simply magni- 
fied refinement and wonder. We have not begun to appreciate the 
stupendous achievement of this Exposition." The night display 
alone is worth a trip across the Continent, and, unlike Expositions 
of the past, this great Fair is held within the urban limits of the city. 
The entrances are just fifteen minutes' ride by street car from Market 
and Geary Streets; and unlike previous Expositions it was opened 
on time. The official count for the opening day numbered 2 1 1 ,077 
breaking all records. 

More states are participating in this Exposition than have ever 
taken part in any World's Fair. Massachusetts has a beautiful 
building in a replica of the Massachusetts State House in Boston 
with its beautiful gold dome. Virginia has a reproduction of Washing- 
ton's home at Mt. Vernon. New York has a building which is most 
beautiful and architecturally handsome, and a ground area beauti- 
fully landscaped. The California Building is of old mission style and 
is one of the largest on the grounds, covering four acres. Of the 
foreign buildings, that of Canada is perhaps the most pretentious; 
Norway and Sweden are uniquely represented in architectural effects 
peculiar to these countries; China and Japan have picturesque 
buildings which were built at home and brought to San Francisco 
in parts; France and Italy have stately buildings and so have Argen- 
tina, Bolivia and Cuba. Germany, England and Russia have ex- 
tensive industrial and manufacturing exhibits. 

There are eleven great palaces in which are grouped exhibits re- 
flecting the progress of the world during the ten years prior to 1915. 
These buildings are the Fine Arts, Education, Social Economy, 
Liberal Arts, Manufactures and Varied Industries, Machinery,' 
Agriculture, Food Products, Horticulture, Mine and Metallurgy and 
Transportation. The beautiful Tower of Jewels is 425 feet high, and 
is studded from top to bottom with jewels. They glisten during the 
day in the sunshine and at night twinkle under the rays of powerful 
searchlights. The total area of the Exposition proper is 635 acres.

A carriage 
ride, which will include a stop at the old Franciscan Mission, and a 
visit to the Country Club at Montecito, is provided. Leave Santa 
Barbara at 11.00 a.m. northward over the Coast Division of the 
Southern Pacific. For miles the road skirts the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean, then turning inland runs through the fertile valley of the 
Arroyo Grande. Luncheon and dinner in dining car, service a la 
carte. Arrive Del Monte at 8.00 p.m. and transfer to Hotel Del 
Monte. Rooms and meals provided. 

SUNDAYS (April 18, May 16, June 13)— At Del Monte. This 
magnificent hotel, in the midst of a garden covering one hundred and 
twenty-six acres, is justly one of the show places of California. Auto- 
mobiles will be taken for a trip over the famous seventeen-mile drive 
to Cypress Point and along the newly constructed scenic boulevards, 
a ride of over forty miles in all.

YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK 

Starting from Merced the Yosemite Valley Railroad follows the 
beautiful canyon of the Merced River — once famous for its gold- 
bearing gravels, now for its speckled trout. Seventy-eight miles 
of charming scenery end at El Portal, the gateway to the valley, 
which is reached at 6.20 p.m. Here rooms and meals are provided 
at the well appointed Hotel Del Portal. 

TUESDAYS (April 27, May 25, June 22) — The auto-stages, 
comfortable vehicles of latest model, leave the hotel at 7.45 a.m. Thi 
road follows the turbulent river through shady forests and by cliff 
and precipice, a«d the fourteen-mile ride, ascending by easy grades 
2000 feet, is an exhilarating experience and a fitting introduction to 
the beauties of the valley. As the roadway enters the valley, Bridal 
Veil Falls is seen on the south wall. It seems to make one plunge, a 
sheer unbroken descent of 900 feet, but in reality makes two drops, 
one of 600 and the other of 300 feet. Behind the falls are Cathedral 
Rocks and across the valley, nearly opposite is El Capitan, rising 
sheer 3300 feet. Sentinel Hotel, in the center of the valley, is reached 
at 10.45 A - M ' Rooms and meals are provided. 

In the afternoon. one may take the trail to nearby points in the 
valley and enjoy the sublime beauty of Yosemite Falls, whose great 
volume of white water plunges 2600 feet — nearly half a mile. 

WEDNESDAYS (April 28, May 26, June 23) — Leave Yosemite 
at 7.00 a.m. by trail to Glacier Point, the most popular objective point 
in the whole region. The route passes Vernal Falls, where the river 
is nearly eighty feet wide and drops straight down 350 feet, and a 
mile beyond Nevada Falls, where the Merced plunges over 600 feet. 
Luncheon is served at the Glacier Point Hotel. From the top of 
the jutting rock only a few yards from the hotel it is over 3000 feet 
straight down to the floor of the valley. The view is unsurpassed. 
The stage leaves Glacier Point at 2.00 p.m. and it is a five hours' 
ride to Wawona Hotel, where supper, rooms and breakfast are pro- 
vided. 

THURSDAYS (April 29, May 27, June 24) — An early start is 
made for the two-hour trip through the forest to the famous Mariposa 
Grove of Big Trees. They are the largest and oldest living things 
in the world — 300 to 340 feet in height and over 4000 years old. A 
tunnel has been cut through the base of one tree, "Wawona," large 
enough for the passage of the stage coach with its load of passengers. 
Return to Wawona Hotel for luncheon and leave at noon for El Portal 
where, after supper, Pullmans are boarded, train leaving at 9.00 p.m. 

FRIDAYS (April 30, May 28, June 25) — En route over the Western 
Pacific through the heart of the fertile Sacramento Valley with its 
wonderful fruit orchards and vineyards.

Salt 
Lake City is reached at 3.35 p.m. and passengers and baggage are 
transferred to Hotel Utah or the Newhouse, where rooms and meals 
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are provided. Visits will be made to the Temple, the Tabernacle 
. and other interesting buildings associated with the Mormon Church. 

SUNDAYS (May 2, May 30, June 27) —A side trip will be made 
to Saltair Beach, a resort on the shores of the Great Salt Lake. Every 
one will want to e/ijoy the unique experience of bathing in the waters 
of Great Salt Lake, which are so heavy that it is impossible to sink. 
The departure from Salt Lake City is at 2.25 p.m. over the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railroad, the scenic railroad of the world. 

MONDAYS (May 3, May 31, June 28) — Shortly after sunrise the 
train passes through the Canyon of the Grand River, the enclosing 
walls of which are 2500 feet high. Other scenic features of the day's 
ride across the "backbone of the continent" are Eagle River Canyon, 
Tennessee Pass, and the Grand Canyon of the Arkansas. At the 
narrowest portion of the last named canyon is the famous Royal 
Gorge. The granite walls tower aloft on either side to a height of 
over 2600 feet, and the distance between the walls and the hanging 
bridge is but ten yards. To enable the passengers to better enjoy 
the scenery of the Grand Canyon of the Arkansas and the Royal 
Gorge an open top observation car is attached to the train. Colorado 
Springs is reached at 3.45 p.m. Rooms and meals are provided at 
the Cliff House, Manitou Springs, under the shadow of Pike's Peak.

In the 
evening a view may be had of Old Faithful Geyser by searchlight, 
a powerful battleship light located on the top' of Old Faithful Inn, 
illuminating the geyser in a very satisfactory manner. As Old Faith- 
ful plays regularly every hour, the electrician in charge of the search- 
light never disappoints the tourists. 

The bears feeding on the garbage back in the woods afford much 
amusement by their queer antics. After the searchlight performance, 
all gather around the immense fireplace in the hotel lobby and partake 
of popcorn, one of the features of the stay at Old Faithful Inn. 

TUESDAY — Leaving Old Faithful Inn at 8.00 a.m., the 
first interesting sight is Kepler Cascades, three miles on the road 
to Yellowstone Lake. A gradual ascent is made to the summit of the 
Continental Divide. From the summit of the "Divide" is seen 
Shoshone Lake, and, on a cloudless day, a fine view of the Three Tetons 
is had. They are the loftiest peaks of the Rocky Mountains — over 
14,000 feet above sea-level. From Shoshone Point the drive is to 
Yellowstone Lake. The lunch station at Thumb Bay, Yellowstone 
Lake, is readied at 11.30 a.m. Numerous hot springs and paint 
pots are in the vicinity. Yellowstone Lake is the largest body of 
water in North America at this altitude, nearly 8000 feet above the 
sea. From the lunch station a steamer plies to the Colonial Hotel at 
the outlet, sixteen miles distant by coach and about twenty miles 
by water. The coaches depart from Thumb Bay lunch station at 
1.30 p.m., arriving at the Lake Hotel at 4.00 p.m. 

The chief amusement here is trout fishing in the river outlet, a 
mile or two from the landing. Wild grizzly and black bears feed on 
the garbage back of the hotel. 

WEDNESDAY — Leaving the hotel at 8.00 a.m., the route is 
along the west bank of the Yellowstone River. Some six miles dis- 
tant a stop is made at Mud Volcano. This hideous crater with the 
fierce agitation of its contents is an impressive scene. From Mud 
Geyser the route passes through Hayden Valley, the largest valley 
in the park, and the most beautiful. Four miles from the Canyon 
Hotel the river begins to, narrow — its. waters more rapid — and a 
stop is made at the Upper Falls, where safe stairways and landings 
afford the visitors an opportunity of inspecting this wonderful water- 
fall, the drop of which is over 140 feet. From the Upper Falls the 
drive is along the brink of the canyon, some two miles beyond the 
hotel to Inspiration Point, with stops at the various points en route, 
reaching Canyon Hotel at 12.00 o'clock, where rooms and meals are 
provided. In the afternoon you may walk to the brink of the Lower 
Falls, which have a drop of 360 feet; visit Point Lookout, or take a 
formation wagon to the- opposite side of the canyon, to Artist Point, 
crossing on the cement arch bridge which spans the river a short 
distance above the Upper Falls. Towards sundown at the feeding 
grounds back of the hotel the best bear exhibition is to be seen. Not 
infrequently fifteen to twenty black, brown and grizzly bears are 
assembled here at one time. 

THURSDAY — Leave Canyon Hotel at 8.30 a.m., passing 
en route the pretty Virginia Cascade. A stop is made for 
luncheon at Norris, from which point the road passes through Elks 
Park and Gibbons Canyon to the junction of the Firehole River and 
along the Madison River to Yellowstone Station, which is reached 
at 5.30 p.m. After supper at hotel, the special train is boarded for 
Los Angeles.
